Judge Cox in the criminal court to-day de- 
livered a decision quashiny the information 
Inthe star route cases and discharging the 
defendants.

Colonel Willian A. Cook, for the prosecu- 
tion, made a statement explaining why the 
proceedings were begun by information, say- 
Ing, in the excitementand delay caused by the 4 
president’s assassination the grand jury had 
been adjourned withoutthe knowledge of the 
prosecution, thereby possibly giving the de- 
fendants the benefit of statute limitations if 
the proceedings had been brought in the 
usual way. Colonel Cook afterwards assured 
the reporter that other cases would be pro- 
ceeded with without delay.

In the criminal eourt to-day Scoville stated 
that the warden of the prison, on his applica- 
tion to him yesterday, did not remember 
taking any letter from Ciuiteau directed to 
him(Sceoville)and which he putintothe hands 
ofthe district attorney. The warden declined 
to make an affidavit to that effect. He apolo- 
gized to the court for troubling it in this mat- 
ter, and stated he would call it up again. 
Attorney Corkhill responded, denying em- 
phatically that he ever received from Warden 
Crocker, orany one else, any letter from 
Giuiteau to Seoville. Ile had extended every 
courtesy to Scoville, realizing he was strug- 
vling at great disadvantages, and he wondered 
that he should make such a charge. Warden 
(rocker was then sworn. Corkhill asked the 
warden whether he ever delivered a letter to 
him addressed to Scoville by Guiteau. ‘“'[ 
never did,’ was the reply. “Do you want to 
ask him any questions, Mr. Scoville?” said 
Judge Cox, ‘No,’ said Scoville. **We are 
not trying the Guiteau case just vet.’’ There

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GENERAL GORDON’'S *TALK ABOUT 
THE GEORGIA PACIFIC. 


Statistica] and Economic Review of its Territory 
and Prospectse—Facts About the Carolina Cen- 
tral--Abeurd Reports About the Rich- 
mond and Danville Stock. 


THE GPRORGIA PACIFIC, 
New York Times, November 9, 

The Hon. A. H Colquitt, governor of Georgia, and 
General John B. Gordon are at the St. James hotel, 
in this city. and are here on business connected 
with a new line of railroad through the south to be 
known as the Georgia Pacific railway company. For 
@ long time the project of a railroad across the south- 
ern portion of this continent, intersecting the south- 
ern tier of states, and esiablishing through trans- 
portation from the Pacific coast to the southern At 
lantic seaboard, has been talked of, and at last has 
been put into operation by the letting ont of con- 
tracts for the first 500 miles of the route. The road 
in question—the Georgia Pacific railway—is vir- 
tually an extension of the well - known 
Richmond and Danville road. and, as 
projected, its tracks will run jhrough = an 
fintmnensely rich -tract of territory. Among the 
richest of the exhibits shown this year at the At- 
lanta cotton exhibition were specimens of eaal and 
iron, cotton, and woods taken from the territory 
adjacent to the projected line of the new Georgia 

y company, an enterprise which is 
looming up as of the railroading 
schemes as regards the developing of valuable ter- 
ritory since the laying of the tracks of the lnion 
Pacific road across the continent. The Georgia Pa- 
cific, it is confidently asserted by its projectors, 
destin« dto be the grent the trausporta 
tion of southern products and for passenger, traffic 
between the southern-eastern states and the great 
west, besides being a most important agent in the 
developing of the mineral of Alabama, to 
which the attention of capitalists has been of late 
sO imperatively called. The 
western connection of the line known as the Rich- 
mond and Danville roud and connections, which 
extend through 2.000 miles of territory from Wash- 
ington, in the District of Columbia, to Atlanta, Ga., 
with various branches in the Carolinas. Five hun- 
dred miles of this new connection—the Georgia 
Pacific railway—have been already contracted for 
and are now in process of—construction, extending 
from Atlanta west to Birmingham, Ala., through 
what has been pronounced by competent authority 
to be a coal and iron region not surpassed by any in 
the United States, Birmingham will be a junction 
for connecting roads south and north; from this 
point the Georgia Pacitic, as projected and survey- 
ed, will traverse the state of Alabamain a westerly 
direction, passing through Columbus or Aberdeen, 
in Mississippi, hear the line dividing the states of 
Alabama and Mississippi, and thence through 
Greenville or Arkansas City, where the Missis- 
Sippi river will be crossed to Texarkana, its ter- 
minus, and there Connection will be made with 
the Texas Pacific road direct to El Paso and 
thence by he C. P. Huutington, southern Pacific 
route to San lranuciscoand cities along the western 
slope. The connection forthe Pacific coast by the 
new ronteat Birmingham is midway between Nash- 
Ville, Tenn.,and Vicksburg, Miss. It has not yet 
been decisively determined whether the road will 
pass through Greenville and Columbus, -Miss., or 
turning north, benetit Aberdeen and Arkansas 
City, in the same state. For 100 miles of the reute 
of this Georyvin Pacifie road through Georgia, the 
capital citv of which is becoming so great a factor 
inthe forwarding of southern interests, the sur- 
rounding country is rick in coal and iron which has 
Hitherto found its only markets in the southern tier 
of cities— Mobile, Alu., Montgomery, in the same 
State, and other towns, owing to the lack of trans- 
portation facilities, except north and south, 
which have been the favorite directions 
chosen by the former projectors of railroads 
in the sonth, while the cities to the east 
and the wesi—Atlanta, Greenvilleand others—have 
been prectically cut off from any accruing benefit. 
The Georgia Pucific road brings these tields to with- 
in 110 miles of Atlanta. andat alittle longer dis- 
tance gives them «a marketin Greenville and cities 
west, besides opening a natural and easy route to 
the Missisappi river. and thence to New Orleans 
and contiguous cities in Mississippi which at pres- 
entand heretofore have relied for their supplies of 
fuel on the coul-fields of distant Pennsvivania, 
through Piuteburg. A direct line east and west, 
avoiding the former circuitous routes north through 
Kentucky f@ &t. Louis and thence west by the Cen- 
tral Pacific, has been long an obvious need, and this 
the new roud. running due west,. is calealated to 
supply. The projected road will pass through the 
heart = of the Black Warrior and Little 
Warrior coul-tields, and the Coosa 
river cou) territory. Thata monopoly of the coal- 
transporting interests promises secins evidenced by 
the nearness of communication which will be es- 
tablished to the chief cities of Georgia and the two 
Carolinas, and by the route projected which makes 
possible air line traffic through the south from the 
Pacifie coast to the south Atlantic ports. 

It is expected that the carrying capacities of the 
Georgia Pacific road, as soon as operated, will be 
taxed to their utmost, as it is asserted cities along 
its route will be supplied with fuel atas much asa 
one-half decrease of the present states. Atlanta 
will be supplied with coal and iron, it is asserted, “aut 
one-half what is being paid to-day, thus directly 
encouraging manufacture by steam. To New Or- 
leans the route, by rail and river, will be reduced 
tw 600 to 709 miles, as against that traversed by the 

resent supplies from Pittsburg, 2,000 miles distant. 
‘he coal in the belts meutioned is bituminous and 
of the same nature as the Pittsburg product. The 
work on the line which is now being performed is 
under eontract to the Richmond and Danville con- 
struction company, a corporation chartered by the 
stute of New Ji rsey, and mainly impelled by north- 
ern capital. Memphisand Vicksburg, it is said by 
the managers of the new road, will find their sup- 
plies materially cheapened by their transportation 
by this route. Manufacturing interests in the ad- 
iacent states of North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Mississippi, and Arkansas, as well as Georgia, will, 
itis claimed, receive a fresh impetus through the 
promised development of new and cheaper facili- 
ties for fuel. Apart from the predictions of other 
experts who have gone over the regions pierced by 
the new lipe. Dr. Little, state geologist of Georgia, 
gives hissupport tothe statement that here has 
been surprised aterritory richerin coal than any 
o.her within his knowledge in the United States. 

General Gordon is the president of the new road. 
A number of prominuent business men of this city 
are directors, stockholders, or otherwise interested 
in the enterprise, among whom are- Mr. George W, 
Perkins, president of the Mercantile national bank; 
Mr. W. P. Clyde and Mr. E. H. Perkins, of the Im- 
porters and Traders’ bank, General T, M. Logan ts 
the president of the Danville and Richmond con- 
struction company, Which is building the road in 
question. and Mr. George W. Perkins is the treas- 
urerof the sume eompany. General Gordon said 
last evening toa Times reporter: ‘*We believe that 
there is a great south as well asa great west, and we 
propose to develop it. The resources of the coun- 
try are inexhaustible on the line of our road.”’ 

THE COLE SYSTEM. 
New Orleans Democrat. 
presen tative ef this paper interviewed Gen- 
eral Thomas, vice president of the Cole syndicate 
roud, as follows: 

“General Thomas, will you tell me what is the 
object of your visit to the crescent city at the pres- 
ent time?” 

“Well, sir, the people of the north have been told 
that New Orleans was dead, and the people were 
deserting it; that there Was no business worth build- 
ing a railroad to secure, and so we thought we 
would come down and see whether you were paint- 
ing your houses, fixing up your yards, repairing 
your woodsheds and makiug an eflortto build up 
vour city, or not.”’ 
~ “And what have you found?" 

“We have found a splendid city, sir, and one that 
from all indications is now on the high road to pros- 
perity. We visited Memphis with a view of seeing 
what share ef the western business we could obtain 
by securiing a road to that cily, but we have made 
up our minds to-day that New Orleans is the point. 
Why, sir, we can see no reason why this city should 
not, with its crand waterway, become the great ex- 
change between the east and west, and I am of the 
firm opinion that it will before many years’’ 

“Is it true, general, that you have leased the line 
of the Louisville and Nashville railroad from Calera 
or Birmingham to this city?” 

“Notexactly, but we have leased its privileges 
and shall run our own rolling stock over its track 
directly into this city, and if possible make arrange- 
ments to do our own business here in the shape of 
bills of lading, shipping receipts and contracts in- 
aependent of otber lines.” 

“Then you will not extend your line from Me- 
ridian to this point, as our people were in hopes you 
would do?” 

“Ve can tell better about this later, as our arrange- 
ments with the Louisville and Nashville folks is only 
temporary, and was acquiesced in by them to pre- 
vent our so doing, as they did not want us to build 
and knew that we must getinto New Orleans, ance 
had the money to do it. It is possible that we shall 
extend our road, however, into this city by-and-by.’ 

THE CAROLINA CENTRAL, 
Charlotte Observer. 

Last Thursday the Carolina Central changed 
hands in New York, Mr. John M. Robinson, presi- 
dent of the Ray line of steamers, the Seaboard and 
Roanoke, the Raleigh and Gaston and the Raleigh 
and Augusta Air-Line railways purchasing from 
Mr. Murchison,a coutrolling interest iu the road. 
l* was stated yesterday on reliable authority that 
the wife of Mr. Edward Matthews, of New York, 
who holds a large amount of stock in the road, had 
served out an injunction against the transfer, but 
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learned of the transfer yesterday exprese much 
satisfaction with it, as it insores a competing line to 
the seaboard, operated by a very wealthy and pow- 
erful railroad combination. An officer of the Card- 
lina Centra) in this city yesterday, expressed the 
conviction that the new management would not 
continue to pool freights with the Richmhnd and 
Danville company, and if his opinion is confirmed 

will result in very great advantage to Charlotte. 

It was stated that the Kichmond and Danville 
company, it will be remembered, were negotiating 
for this road a few days ago, and it seems that Rob- 
inson was bidding for it atthe sametime. The 
terms of the sale could not be learned from any rail- 
road authority in the city.

At Rodgers he took a 
side track in order to allow the passenger train, due 
here at 8:20 o’clock p.m., to passhim. When his 
train rag on the side track the passenger train was 
not yet at Rodgers’s, and Mr. Hardee sut down on 
the end of a cross-tie to await’ its -coming. 
While sitting there, he, it 18 sup- 
posed, went to sleep and did not 
awaken when the passenger. train came. The en- 
ginecr thought there was enough room to pass with- 
outany accident and inade no effort to arouse him, 
The engine passed Mr. Hardie’s all right, but the 
step to the tender struck him about the shoulder, 
knocking him quite a distance and = inflict- 
ing injuries which will, in all probability, 
result in death. Mr. Hardee wasa geutleman of 
fine attainments, and has been in the empioyment 
of the Western and Atlantic road for years, Hehas 
a wife and children residing in Atlanta, and this 
accident has cas6 a gloom overa household that 
hitherto has known only happiliess.

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» KILLED WITH AN AX, 


A Terrible Crime Committed tn Oglethorpe 
Elberton New South. 

In that portion of Goosepond district, Ogie- 
thorpe county, lying near Broad river, on 
bMonday night of last week, there wus a scene 
of horror too horrible to depict, and certainly 
fearful enough to freeze the blood of the be- 
holder. There and then a bloody deed was 
done, a soul sent unbidden before its maker, 
and the body partly burned to ashes. Last 
year aman named Dunson, hailing from Har- 
mony Grove, became a tenant of John Eber- 
hart’s in this section of Oglethorpe. He stayed 
the year out and this year became a‘ten- 
antof Jaque Eberhart but. as the crop pro- 
gressed he sold out to Wesley Kidd, and in- 
duced him to move into the heuse with his 
family. There bad becn some improper inti- 
macy between Mrs. Kidd and Dunson, re- 

orts of which had reached Dunson’s wife,

time Dunson went off—to Macon it 
a short time when this unfortunate affair oc- 


curred. 


evening he called at Kida’s. 
tiat Dunson met Mrs. Kidd in her garden 
to Macon, and that she would not consent:

tinued to abuse her; and _ finally 
her, and, striking at her. a_ second 
time, hit the child which she had 
taken; she then left the house to goto her 
father-in-law’s house, about a mile distant.

occupied by Kidd, and Jaque Eberhart was 
the first to reach the place and find the house 


nearly eonsumed, and could see the head of a 
man protruding from what appeared to be 
burning bedding. And this wasthe condi- 
tion of affairs untilthe nextday when the 
heat had so far died out as to permit an inves- 
tization. This investigation developed a hu- 


man body, lying under bedding which had 
burnt toa crisp, the mass of half-burnt bed- | 
ding protecting the breast from being de- 
stroyed by the consuming element, but the 
legs, arms and head, being exposed to the | 
flames, were almost burnt to ashes. Close ex- 
amination developed the fact that the man had 
been killed. The lick of an axe was discovered 
on the left side the head, just above 
the eye, and another blow with the blade of 
the axe, the point falling just above the root 
of the teeth of the upper jaw in front, several 
teeth being cut out (found on the ground by 
the skull), and cutting off a portion of the 
lower jaw. Lyingon the body was discov- 
ered $1.65 in specie, knife and memorandum 
book, the contents of the latter revealing the 
fact that this was all there was of the human 
body of poor Dunson. The coroner's jury ren- 
dered a verdict that deceased came to his death 
by violence at the hands of Wesley Kidd. 
Some difficulty was had in securing interment 
for the remains, but a gentleman finally vol- 
unteered to perform the act, and a hole was 
dug, the body rolled up in a bed quilt and 
tossed in the hole, and thus the rites of Chris- 
tian burial were given! It was thought a 
little singular that, although all the people in 
the neighborhood turned out to the fire, 
not a member of the elder Kidd’s family 
put in’ an appearance, although = they 
lived as near as most of those who were there. 
Wesley Kidd was not at the scene of the 
burning, and had disappeared from the neigh- 
borhood. On Friday last he put in an = ap- 
pearance, however, and admits that he killed 
Dunson, and gives his version of the affair. 
He reiterates the account given of the scene 
between Durlsom and his wife; that he abused | 
her because she would not consent to go to 
Macon: that he struck her; that he (Kidd) 
did not resent Dunson’s conduct because he | 
was afraid of him. He then states that after 
Mirs. Kidd ieft the house Dunson followed her 
awhile and then commenced raving about 
the roour; then began to throw the bedclothing 
in the fire; that he then told Dunson he 
must behave himself or leave the house; that 
Dunson made an impertinent reply, where- 
upon he seizedan axe and hit him on the 
head with it. firs’ blow was fol- 
lowed = quickly a second, The 
blows of the axe had knocked the man 
under the bed, but he saw that he had 
killed him, und became so frightened he did 
not know what todo, so he ran away. He 
was now ready to give himself up. Suppose | 
the fire was the result of the burning bea:

out to the floor. iow craven the man who 

permits another to insult and ubuse his wife 

and strike herand her babe, without resent- 

ment, and is then roused to murderous indig- 

nation at the burning of a bed-quilt!
